We 
staid two days at Santa Cruz im the island of 
Teneriffe, and had some tine views of the lofty 
peak, 12,500 feet ligh.

We crossed the 
line on the #+3th of October, exactly two 
months from the time of our leaving Gravesend, 


y tedious. During the next two months noth- 
ing of consequence occurred ; day succeeded 
to day without any material changes, either in 
the weather or in oursociety. On the 13th of 
December we passed through such a storm as 


very small ; scarcely bearing the resemblance 
of an actual supply of the wants of the people. 
lt isno uncommon thing to find families who 
have not heard the Gospel for five, and even 
for ten years : while at the same time, actual 
investigation shows, that in large portions of 
these states, from one quarter, to one third of 
the population are wholly destitute of the 
bible, 

lu the city of New Orleans, already cortain- 
ing 50,000 inhabitants, and of the most 
Hoportant points of moral influence in our coun- 
try, bam contident the whole number of mem- 
bers of all Protestant churches, exclusive of 
the coloured population, but litthe exceeds LOU. 
‘dhe part of Louisiana which hes west of the 
Mississippi, a most fertile region, 200 miles | 
long, and 100 broad, embraces 10 counties, is 
in a very great degree destitute of all the means | 
of Gospel grace ; and in ten or twelve counties | 
in the interior of the State of Mississippi, are | 
but little better supplied. 

There are indeed, in various other parts of | 
these States, active Christians, who do honour | 
to the cause of their Master, who mourn over | 
the moral desolations around them, and who| 
are ready to co-operate in any well directed | 
effort for the promotion of the interests of true 
religion ; but it cannot be concealed, that infi- | 
delity, Universalism, and other destructive er- 
rors, extensively prevail ; and that, as a con- 
sequence, duelling, gambling, horse racing, 
profaneness, intemperance, and sabbath-break- 
ing, often cause the Christian's heart to bleed, 
and in many places, seems almost to have in- 
corporated themselves with the fashionable and 
approved customs of society.

MISSIONARY OPERATIONS IN MALTA. 
From Correspondence of the Journal of Commerce. 
Malta, May 23, 1829. 

Missionary and Printing Establishments.-Mr. 
Jewett, of the Church of England Missionary 
Society, has a press here under his direction. 
Rev. Mr. Schlienz, of Germany is his assistant. 
A young gentleman of the same country assists 
in overseeing the business department. Mr. 
Jowett has about five men and boys in his 
printing office and bindery, besides the princi- 
pal, who is also a German.—This press cor- 
menced operation in 1824. The average 
amount of labour done at this office is about 
one thousand copies ina day ; equal to twelve 
thousand pages of duodecimo ‘Tracts. Be- 
longing to this establishment are founts of Ara- 
bic, Greek, and Italiantypes. One or two oth- 
er kinds are expected. At this press have 
been printed one Greek book of about three 
hundred pages, 8vo ; a Maltese Grammar of 
about one hundred and fifty ; several smaller 
books ; anda variety of ‘Tracts in the various 
Languages. 

The press belonging to the American Board, 
and under the direction of Rev. Dr. Temple, 
assisted by Rev. Eli Smith, has about the same 
number of hands employed. /t was establish- 
edin 1822. It has founts of the Armenian 
(Armeno-Turkish), Gree x and Italian langua- 
ges. Arabic types are also purchased, and are 
probably on their way from England. 

Rev. S.S. Wilson, Missionary to the Greeks, 
has under his direction founts of Greek and 
Italian ; and completes about half as much as 
the presses mentioned above. He is under 
the direction of the London Missionary Socie- 
ty. 

These presscs are all permitted to operate, 
on condition of presenting every thing which is 
to be printed, to the inspection and approval of 
Government; and circulating none of their 
publications in these islands or ports. . 

Besides the above, Rev. Mr. Keeling, of ihe 
Methodist Missionary Society, London, has a 
chapel which was built at his direction, in 
which there is preaching regularly twice every 
Sabbath.

After breakfast, the hired men _ loitered 
about some time, and then moved off leisurely 
ito their labour. ‘The children followed me 
about, and incommoded me with their curiosity 
to wituess all my movements preparatory to de- 
parture ; and at length, with feelings of joy 
hardly to be exceeded by the liberated prison- 
er, | mounted my horse and pursued my jour- 
ney. 

As I travelled onward, I could but reflect, 
with much concern, on the incidents of my in- 
terview with this family. ‘ Here,’ thought I, 
‘is a professor of religion with a numerous 
‘family, who, his children particularly, have a 
right to regard him as an example, and to look 
ito him for religious instruction. His conduct 
_and opinions, of course, exert an important in- 
'fluence over them all. But the man is, evi- 
dently, backslidden. His religion consists al- 
most entirely in a few heartless forms ; he 
Maintains no order in his house; converses 
none, or but little upon religious subjects ; isa 
warm politician, and squanders away his time at 
‘elections and in electioncering.

pation beats high, is the only season of enjoy- 
ment. Whois he of the aged locks? His 
form is bent and totters—his footsteps move 
more rapidly towards the tomb—he looks back 
upon the past—his days appear to have been 
few, and he confesses that they were evil —the 
magnificence of the great is to him vanity—the 
hilarity of youth, folly—he considers how soon 
the gloom of death must overshadow the one, 
and disappointment end the other—the world 
presents little to attract and nothing to delight 
him—still, however, he would linger in it— 
still he would lengthen out his days—though 
of ‘ beauty’s bloom,’ of ‘ fancy’s flash,’ of ‘ mu- 
sic’s breath,’ he is forced to exclaim, ‘I have 
no pleasure in them.’
